Earlier, Senator May bank (D-SC> 
head of the Senate conferees, had 
announced that an agreement had 
betn reached to give the lederal 
housing expediter a free hand in 
restoring rent controls in any area 
he decontrols after March 31. £>ut 
except on recommendation of the 
local rent advisory board, he could 
not do so in any area where con- 
trols had been dropped before that 
date. 


The present rent control law ex- 
pires next Thursday, 
March 31 
The House and Senate have passed 
separate extension bills varying in 
many particulars. 
Now represent- 
atives from both chambers are try- 
ing to thresh out the differences.

Editor Of London

sent to prison for three months and 
the newspaper was fined $40,000 
today for contempt of court in a 
story about a murder case.

after a hearing cn a writ against

Bolam by attorneys for John George 
Haigh, defendant in 
the murder 
case. 


The writ charged the Mirror had 
prejudiced Haigh's defense.

Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith, 
53, resigned as U.S. envoy to Mos 
cow, a post he has held since March 
1946. He is returning to army serv- 
ice at his regular rank of lieutenant 
general. 


Fleet Admiral William D. Leahy, 
73, chief of staff to the late Presi- 
dent -Roosevelt and to 
President 
Truman, was detached from that 
White House assignment. 
He will 
devote his time to writing his mem- 
oirs. 


Their departure, however, does not 
mean any change in U.S. policy, 
officials emphasized.

Leahy's move at a White House 
ceremony during which he presented 
the Navy's "Grand Old Man" with a 
geld star in lieu of a third distin- 
guished service medal. 


General Smith is due to be named 
commander of the first army, with 
headquarters at Governor's Island, 
New York.

Hoover Says U.S. 
Should Overhaul 
Its Taxing System 


Washington, March 25—i/P)—The 
Nation's taxing methods should be 
overhauled, the Hoover commission 
said today with a critical look at 
the crazy-quilt national, state and 
local overlapping systems. 


"There is even a triplification of 
taxation in the matter of incomes," 
the commission said, noting that 
many cities have resorted to that 
¿ource for revenue which federal and 
state governments are tapping. 
It 
conceded that such conflicts pose 
difficult problems. 


In a report to congress, the com- 
mission also urged establishment of 
a national science foundation, and 
suggested that congress consider a 
single administration to handle the 
vastly expanded United States over- 
seas responsibilities, including the 
Marshall plan and occupied areas. 


The commission said that 
the 
science foundation could examine 
the nation's present rfesearch efforts, 
and advise the president on meas- 
ures needed to establish "a sound 
scientific research program." 


In the criss-cross tax situation, a 
special problem is posed by federal 
aid grants, the commission said.

Dance Band Agent 
Plays Hero's Role

New York, March 25—(JP)—A mag- 
azine editor went before a "World 
Peace" conference tonight to tell the 
group that Americans "do not-want 
peace at any price." 


He was Norman Cousins, editor 
of the Saturday Review of Litera- 
ture. 


Cousins' sharp criticism of the 
conference was levelled only a short 
time after it was opened by William 
O. Stapledon, an English philosoph- 
er. 


Stapledon warned America not to 
count on the all-out support of the 
British people in any war against 
Russia. 


About 2,000 persons were on hand 
for "the conference opening at the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel. 


Almost as many more picketed 
outside on Park Avenue in the rain 
to protest the conference. 


The mood of the massed protestors 
appeared to be growing darker. One 
fist fight was reported by police. , 


The meeting, the cultural 
and 
scientific 
conference 
for 
World 
Peace, opened tonight. But pickets 
chanted 
and prayed 
outside 
the 
hotel for hours earlier in the day. 


Cousins turned down one invita- 
tion to address the gathering. Then 
he changed his mind and was grant- 
ed a second invitation. 


He said he reconsidered after un- 


dersecretary of state George V. Allen 
told him "it is important to have 
someone present at the conference 
a vigorous affirmation of the Dem- 
ocratic and anti-totalitarian point of 
view." 


Cousins criticism of the conference 
was in marked contrast to the at- 
titude of most of its speakers. 


In his prepared speech. Cousins 
charged that the group supporting 
the conference "owes its primary al- 
legiance and duty not to America 
but to an outside government." 


"Americans want peace," he de- 
clared. 
"They will work for peace 
and they will sacrifice for peace. 
But they do not want peace at any 
price. If the price of peace is in- 
justice, they will reject peace."

Capehart told the Senate that 
Europe has achieved pre-war pro- 
duction levels even though less than 
50 per cent of the U. S. aid already 
authorized has actually been sent. 


Vandenberg said that production, 
or industrial levels, should not be 
used as the only yardstick for meas- 
uring Furope's post-war recovery. 


Before the war, he said, there 


were many factors besides industrial 
production and exports that figured 
in Europe's over-all economy. 


Among these factors, Vandenberg 
said, were earnings from foreign in- 
vestments "which no longer exist, 
shipping and insurance fees, and 
incomc from tourists. 


The 
disappearance 
of 
these 
things, he said, combined with the 
destruction caused by 
the 
war 
means that "3'ou cannot apply solely 
the yardstick of industrial recov- 
ery" to the entire European econ- 
omy. 


Vandenberg argued

But he also told Capehart:

White but unflinching, Miss Gil- 
lars took the sentence dry-eyed witt.

When Judge Edward M. Curran 
finished the brief words of judg- 
ment, she threw back her head and 
walked with swift, short steps from 
the courtroom. 


Later, her half sister, Mrs. Edna 
Mae Herrick, of Conneault, Ohio, 
told newsmen: 


"I don't think Ethel Barrymore 
could have received the verdict any 
better." 


Defense counsel James J. Laughlin 
filed a formal notice of appeal im- 
mediately after the sentence, con- 
tending she had not had a fair trial. 


The maximum sentence for Miss 
Gillars' offense would have been 
death in the electric chair; the min- 
imum, five years imprisonment. 


As it is, the 10-to-30 year term 
means that if she behaves, she will 
be eligible for parole after serving 
10 years. 
Will Lose Citizenship 


If her appeal is denied and her 
conviction stands, she will lose the 
rights of American citizenship. They 
could only be restored by a presi- 
dential pardon. 


Before passing sentence, 
Judge 
Curran rejected defense motions for 
a new trial on the ground that the 
Judge, gave "inflammatory" instruc- 
tion to the jury and "wanted her 
convicted." 


Then, turning to Miss Gillars, 
Judge Curran said the trial evidence 
showed that she did not take part in 
high-level Nazi propaganda policy 
conferences as happened in the cases 
of 
two other American 
traitors, 
Robert Henry Best and 
Douglas 
Chandler. 


Best and Chandler, convicted in 
Boston trials in 1947 and 1948, were 
both sentenced to life for treason. 
The evidence indicated they wrote 
their own, material for Nazi broad- 
casts, while Miss Gillars spoke lines 
from scripts prepared by others. 


In finding Miss Gillars guilty, the 
jury threw out seven of the eight 
counts in the government's indict- 
ment and convicted on the single 
count of engaging in a broadcast en- 
titled "Vision of Invasion."

The explosion occurred six 
miles east of Canton. 


A dispatch from Hong Kong said 
there were 500 passengers aboard. 
Pirates were blamed for laying the 
mine after tha ship's owner refused 
to pay extortion money to them. 


Say Eisler Switched 
Reds To Violent Policy 


New York, March 25—(JP)—Ger- 
hardt Eisler as a representative of 
international communism influenced 
the swing of U.S. communists to a 
"violent revolution" policy in 1945, a 
federal court jury was told today. 


Louis P. Budenz, first government 
witness at the conspiracy trial of 11 
American communist leaders, identi- 
fied the German-born Eisler as the 
agent of the communist internation- 
ale in this country. 


Himself a former high official in 
the American party, Budenz com- 
pleted his third day on the stand 
with a detailed account of a party 
split in 1945. 


This split, he said, eventually re- 
sulted in the ouster of Earl Browder 
as a party leader because he favored 
a soft policy of peaceful solution of 
post-war problems instead of the 
militant program eventually adopted 
Budenz, who renounced the party 
in October, 1945, and became an 
economics teacher at Fordham Uni- 
versity, said Eisler was known as 
Hans Burger in his role as the Com- 
intern representative in the United 
States. 


Eugene Dennis, a defendant, told 
him of Burger's position, the witness 
said. 


He added that Jacob Stachel, an- 
other defendant, told him "Budenz" 
that he "Stachel" had to get the 
word from Burger before he could 
switch his ideological position to 
oppose "Browderism," the policy of 
cooperation, in 1945. 


Stachel, party educational direc- 
tor, said that "Hans Burger had 
given permission for his change of 
position," the witness testified. 


Eisler is not a defendant but has 
attended many trial session as a 
spectator. 
He has been identified 
before a congressional committee as 
America's No. 1 communist but he 
denies it. 


In 1947, he was convicted twice ln 
District of Columbia courts, first on 
a contempt of congress and then on 
a passport fraud charge. Both cases 
are being appealed. 


The government also has a deport- 
ation case pending against him but 
has delayed pushing it. 
free on bail in this case, too.
